Drawing tablets tor the 64 reviewed 

Last month we looked at drawing and graphics software for the 64, which are controlled either 
by joystick or keyboard. But you might prefer to draw on a flat surface with a real pen or stylus, 
using one of the digitising drawing tablets now available. The only problem is that they're rather 
more expensive. Valerie Buckle has looked at three current offerings: the now -established Koala 
Pad, the newer Touchmaater, and the latest to arrive, Super Sketch. By Valerie Buckle. 



The KoalaPad, Iron Audiogenic,
